1. CONGEN HAS ADVISED IRC/HK REP ALLEN OF IRC AGREEMENT 

TO RESETTLE TUAN KO-WEN. HOWEVER, ALLEN HAS NOT YET RECEIVED 
INFORMATION FROM HIS HOME OFFICE CONCERNING TRAVEL AND ARRANGE- 
MENTS IN US FOR TUAN. REQUEST DEPARTMENT ASK IRC/NEW YORK TO 
CABLE INSTRUCTIONS TO ALLEN. 

2. CONGEN WILL INFORM ADDRESSEE POSTS WHEN FIRM TRAVEL 
PLANS AND ARRANGEMENTS FOR TUAN HAVE BEEN MADE. 

3. CONGEN EXPECTS TUAN DEPARTURE WILL NOT GO UNNOTICED IN LOCAL 
PRESS. PROVIDED DEPARTMENT HAS NO OBJECTION, IN RESPONSE TO 
PRESS QUERIES, CONGEN PLANS TO STATE THAT TUAN DEPARTED (OR WILL 
DEPART) FOR THE UNITES STATES ON (GIVEN DATE) AFTER BEING 
GRANTED ENTRY INTO THE UNITED STATES ON THE BASIS OF HUMANITARIAN 
CONSIDERATIONS. 

3. ON JULY 7, AT THE REQUEST OF CHOU YANG-HAO AND TSAI 
SHENG'SAN, AMCIT R. RANDLE EDWARDS, ASSOCIATE PROFESSOR, 

COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY SCHOOL OF LAW INQUIRED ABOUT US ENTRY 
FOR THESE TWO EX-"KMT WAR CRIMINALS" NOW IN HONG KONG. (ED- 
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OF EFFORT TO LEARN ABOUT THE COMMUNIST LEGAL SYSTEM.) WE 
HAD EARLIER HEARD OF CHOU'S INTEREST IN TRAVEL TO THE US (REF-B). 
ACCORDING TO EDWARDS, CHOU'S DAUGHTER IN CALIFORNIA HAS STARTED 
PROCESSING OF AN APPLICATION ON HER FATHER'S BEHALF. EDWARDS IS 
UNDER IMPRESSION THAT CHOU CHILDREN IN THE US ARE NOT YET CITI- 
ZENS BUT HAS AGREED TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL INFORMATION CONCERNING 
POSSIBLE APPLICATION BY DAUGHTER BEFORE EDWARDS DEPARTS FOR TAIWAN 
ON JULY 12. AFTER TALKING WITH CHOU, EDWARDS INDICATED THAT 
HE MIGHT BE ABLE TO INTEREST COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY OR 
HARVARD (WHERE HE PREVIOUSLY TAUGHT) IN SPONSORING CHOU, WHO 
MIGHT BE ABLE TO PROVIDE ASSISTANCE TO STUDENTS OF CHINESE PO- 
LITICS DURING THE CIVIL WAR PERIOD, ETC. 

5. TSAI SHENG-SAN HAS BEEN ONE OF THE MORE LOQUACIOUS OF THE 
GROUP AND IT IS NOT SURPRISING THAT HE HAS MET WITH EDWARDS, 

WHO NOTED THAT SOME OF THE OLD SOLDIERS SEEMED SUSPICIOUS OF 
TSAI'S ALLEGED RAPID ADVANCEMENT UP THE NATIONALIST MILITARY 
RANKS TO THE STATUS OF MAJOR-GENERAL BY AGE 23. EDWARDS SEEMED 
TO SHARE IN THEIR DOUBTS ABOUT TSAI AND DID NOT GO BEYOND INDICAT- 
ING THAT HIS INQUIRY WAS AT TSAI'S REQUEST. 
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
